How to do without Children s Courts. 
The children’s court explained Judge 

\igernon T. Sweeney, of the Juvenile 

Court of New York was merely a remed- 

ial agency for conditions that should not 

exist, His substitutes for such institu- 
tions are many and various ranging from 

-chool gardens to model tenement houses, 
“Robert de Forest deserves an extra 

halo of glory,’ Judge Sweeney said, ‘‘be- 

cause he has done more for the sanitary 
building of homes than any other man 
in America, 1 summoned a mother to 
ourt ones, because I thought she was 
the real crimine! instead of the child 

I discovered that there were eleven on 

her family four children, the parents, 

and five boarders—all living in’ three 

rooms, ‘Why, Judge,” she when I 

expressed my feeling on the subject, ‘do 

you think that is too many?’ Now, 
what can you expect from a bey or girl 
living under those conditions?” 

In addition to decent homes, it is re- 
commended that educational recréation 
should be provided for children of the 
street, More boys get into mischief from 
huving nothing else to do than from any 
other cause that has been found by those 
interested in this matter “What are 
the children in the street for?” asked 
Judge Sweeney, in an address on one o« 
casion, “Do they like playing on the hot

Governor ugha’ it Move for Radical 


Change in Systen Approved 
by Financiers. 


New York, Nov. 16—In financial 
cireles here today the view was free- 
ly expressed that the action of Gov- 
ernor Hughes. in appointing @ com- 
to recommend changes in the 


New York banking laws may result in 
# similar movement to other sections 
of the country, and in the enactment 
of legislation which will place state 
banking institutions on a basis and 
under supervision more osely akin to 
that of the naional vanks, 

A. Barton Hepburn, president of the 
Chase National bank, and former con- 
troller of the currency, who is gener- 
ally conceded will be the chairman of 
the Hughes commission, is known as 
one of the strongest advocates of the 
national banking system in the fin- 
aneial world. 

It is believed that Mr, Hepburn will 
personally recommend to his associ- 
ates that the state laws should be 
made to conform as nearly as possible 
to the federal statutes. 

The report of the commission is 
looked forward to by bankers gener- 
ally as likely to express at once the 
highest and the most conservative 
opinion as to legislation needed in the 
way of financial reform. 

All of the members of the commis- 
sion appointed by Governor Hughes 
are presidents of New York banks and 
trust companies, This fact oceasioned 
no surprise, inasmuch as (his city is 
the finuneial centre of the country. 
By reason of New York’s dominating 
position in finance, many bankers 
were inclined to believe today that the 
report of the commission made to 
Governor Hughes may form the frame- 
work for legislation in many other 
states. The investigations and re- 
commendations of the commission are 
therefore looked upon as being na- 
tional as well as local in their char- 
atter, Mr. Hepburn said today that 
the commission will get to work in- 
side of a week, and he continued :— 

“We will be in a position to comply 
with Governor Hughes’ request for a 
report by December 18th. It is ex- 
pected that the views of the individual 
will consist largely in bringing out 
and emphasizing the more important 
points. Public hearings will not be 
necessary, so far as we can see at 
this time, TI have been in consulta- 
tion. with Governor Hughes for sev- 
eral weeks. He has taken a deep in- 
tevest in the subject, and ‘is convine- 
ed that changes in the banking laws 
are needed, We hope to be able to 
meet his views and to convince the
